This  Act  may  be  called  the  Indian  Stamp  {Gujarat  Amendment)  Act.  2005.  short  title. 


2.  In  the  Indian  Stamp  Act,  1899  in  its  application  to  the  Stale  of  Gujarat, 
after  section  9.  the  following  new  section  shall  he  inserted,  namely:-

“9 A.  The  Slate  Government  may,  by  order  published  in  the  Official 
Gazette,  provide  for  consolidation  of  duties  in  respect  of  any  receipts  or 
class  of  receipts  given  by  any  person  (including  any  Government),  subject 
to  such  conditions  as  may  be  specified  in  tbc  order.".
